Thousands of American fighting 
men hunted the Viet Cong on two 
fronts today after B52 super­ 
fortresses bombed only a few 
miles ahead of them to crumble 
Communist defenses. 
Troops of the U.S. 1st Caval­ 
ry, Airmobile, Division found 
38 Viet Cong dead and evidence 
of 
considerably 
more 
Red 
casualties after moving into a 
Communist triangle 10 to 12 
miles south of Bong Son in the 
coastal plains 300 miles north­ 
east of Saigon. 
At times the eight-engine Air 
Force 
bombers from 
Guam 
dropped their 500- and 750- 
pound bombs only two to three 
m iles in front of the advancing 
cavalrymen. 
U.5V spokesmen 
said the air cavalry 
killed 
another 20 Viet Cong Monday 
raising the division’s total of 
Communist dead since it began 
operations in the ricefields on 
the South China Sea coast Jan. 
25 to a total of 1,130. 
In the jungles 35 miles north­ 
west of Saigon, thousands of 
U.S. infantrymen began Opera­ 
tion Mastiff in an attempt to 
cripple Viet Cong forces oper­ 
ating on the capital's doorstep. 
Like the air cavalrymen, the 1st 
Infantry Division combed the 
thick forests after the area had 
been softened up by B52s.

WASHINGTON AP — U. N. 
Ambassador Arthur J. Goldberg 
says he is confident the U.N. 
Security Council will be help­ 
ful in promoting a settlement 
of the Viet Nam war. 
After meeting with President 
Johnson for more than three 
hours Monday, Goldberg told 
newsmen the Viet Nam situa­ 
tion calls for patience and forti­ 
tude. 
He said the United States never 
held the view that the United 
Nations was the appropriate 
agency to conduct actual peace 
negotiations. 
Instead, he said, the decision 
to take the Viet Nam case be­ 
fore the Security Council was to 
interest member nations in pro­ 
moting an honorable peace. 
Some member nations 
are 
working in that direction al­ 
though debate in the Security 
Council has been adjourned for 
two and a half weeks, he added. 
Asked for comment on a sug­ 
gestion by Canada's external 
affairs minister, Paul Martin, 
that the Geneva Conference be 
reconvened on Viet Nam, Gold­ 
berg replied that the United 
States shares that view. 
While 
the ambassador was 
meeting with the President at 
the White House, Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
was meeting with newsmen on 
Capitol Hill. 
The Arkansas 
Democrat said his committee, 
which has provided the battle­ 
ground for the televised Viet 
Nam policy argument, will meet 
Wednesday to discuss whether 
to call in some China experts.

WHY WASHINGTON ESCAPES ‘DEBUNKERS’ 
‘ ‘Treacherous in private friendship and a 
hypocrite in public life” was the verdict of 
one eminent American. 
Thomas Paine, pamphleteer and patriot was 
delivering what he probably sincerely believed 
to be final judgment on George Washington. 
That the first chief executive was the tar­ 
get of scathing attack in his owrn time is a 
fact of American history largely forgotten by 
all but historians. But fact nonetheless. Po­ 
litical hatchetmen of any time would be hard 
put to match the abuse heaped upon this least 
political of presidents. 
Washington himself, writing in the last year 
of his presidency to Thomas Jefferson, com­ 
plained that the partisan press referred to 
him in “ such exaggerated and indecent terms 
as could scarcely be applied to a Nero, a 
notorious defaulter, or even a common pick­ 
pocket.” 
Yet the 
vived, it 
Washington reputation not only sur- 
has grown through the years. While 
the debunking school of historians has been 
industriously cutting down to size other greats 
of America’s early years, recognition of Wash­ 
ington’s indispensable contributions to the fledg­ 
ling nation has become clearer, respect greater. 
Why? He certainly lacked the intellectual bril­ 
liance of Jefferson, the political and economic 
genius of Hamilton. He was not a great speaker 
or w riter, not one to fire men with his words. 
He would be considered dull, even stuffy, country 
gentleman be revered as have few other presi­ 
dents? 
It is simply that because without Washington 
there would have been no country, no sub­ 
sequent presidents. 
At the end of the Revolution, whatever dis­ 
cipline and unity had been forged by the war 
utterly collapsed. Political confusion, economic 
chaos, even armed rebellion followed victory. 
Washington, who had been the indespensable 
general in winning independence in war, was 
now to be the indispensable civilian in securing 
that independence in peace—both as a prime 
mover of the Constitutional Convention that 
established the framework of the new nation 
and as its first president. 
Washington, the military hero enjoying the 
gratitude of his countrymen, knew he had far 
more to lose than to gain by entering the 
political arena. 
Yet no ideal moved him so ^deeply as na­ 
tional unity. And by accepting the challenge, 
with the calumny that inevitably followed, he, 
more than anyone else, maintained unity during 
the crucial early years, doing so by sheer 
force of person and character. 
The service to the nation of the man who 
always thought of himself as president of all 
the people, who was president of the entire 
United States as none to follow could hope 
to be, cannot be debunked. 
Jefferson, not Paine,< delivered the judgment 
that was to be history’s. 
“ He was, in every sense of the words, a 
wise, a good, and a great man.”

THE WASHINGTON CULT 
“ Washington in the flesh is taken from us; 
we shall never behold him as our fathers did; 
but his memory remains, and I say, let us 
hang to his memory. Let us make a national 
festival and holiday of his birthday; and ever, 
as the 22d of February returns, let us remem­ 
ber, that while with these solemn and joyous 
rites of observance we celebrate the great an­ 
niversary, our fellow-citizens on the Hudson, 
on the Potomac, from the Southern plains to 
the Western lakes, are engaged in the same of­ 
fices of gratitude and love.” —Oration by Ed­ 
ward Everett, circa 1856. 
Washington’s birthday, Tuesday, Feb. 22, is a 
much diminished national observance from the 
time Edward Everett spoke those lines. It is 
still the only birthday anniversary (other than 
December 25) celebrated as a legal holiday 
by every state of the Union. But the air of 
reverence is gone. In Washington, D. C. itself 
and other cities merchants use the occasion 
to push goods in an annual Washington’s Birth­ 
day Sale. 
It was not always so. Between Washington’s 
death on Dec. 14, 1799, and the outbreak of 
the Civil War, the Washington legend acquired 
a cultic character that has never been equalled 
in American history. Daniel J. Boorstin, the 
University of Chicago historian and author of 
The Americans: The National Experience (1965), 
explains: 
“ What is most remarkable is not that Wash­ 
ington eventually became a demigod, Father of 
his Country, but that the transfiguration hap­ 
pened so quickly. There is no better evidence 
of the desperate need Americans felt for a 
dignified and worshipful national hero than 
their passionate haste in elevating Washington 
to sainthood. Never was there a better example 
of the special potency of the Will to Believe 
in this New World.” 
A good part of the legend was created by 
author Mason Locke Weems—“ Parson Weems” 
—in his Life of George Washington: With Curious 
Anecdotes, Equally Honourable to Himself and 
Exemplary to His Young Countrymen, published 
in 1808. Weems, like other boosters, asserted 
facts for which there was little or no foundation. 
Alas, other heroes have come along to compete 
for attention in the national mythology. Each 
generation of Americans has its own candidate 
for the American Pantheon. Yet it can be 
argued that only Washington and Lincoln truly 
belong to the ages.

If we need to get moving again, 
it must be because our steps 
have begun to drag. And if this 
dynamic and self-confident na­ 
tion has begun to slow down, then 
somehow, somewhere a brake 
must have been applied to the 
forward surge which made our 
growth the most dram atic in 
history. 
The United States has been on 
the move ever since its found­ 
ing because of individual liber­ 
ty and the personal enterprise 
system . These released the best 
talents of every man for use in 
making progress 
for him self 
and his fellow citizens. These 
were the two keys which con­ 
quered 
the frontier and made 
our economy the most pro­ 
ductive ever known. 
But in recent years we have 
begun to turn away from in­ 
dividual liberty and 
personal 
en terp rise. Controls on pro­ 
ductive efforts have become 
more w idespread and m ore pop­ 
ular. Security has replaced suc­ 
cess as a goal in the minds of 
too many of our citizens. No 
wonder 
President 
Kennedy 
found that we were beginning 
to slow down. How right he was 
to state that the prim ary task 
of statesm anship is to get the 
United States moving again. 
This should also be a prim ary 
goal for every public - spirited 
citizen. Where government con­ 
trols ham per productive effort 
and stifle personal enterprise, 
they should be lifted. 
Our 
growth need never stop if our 
freedom is preserved. HLH

Lyndon B. Johnson took the 
easy way. I took the hard way. 
He has to shepherd the politi­ 
cal destiny of 195 million peo­ 
ple, but look at all the help he 
gets — some of which he wants. 
I have only one destiny to guide, 
but my only weapon is a type­ 
w riter ribbon. 
What Lyndon w rites winds up 
on the library shelves. What I 
w rite 
winds 
up 
on kitchen 
shelves — usually with a jar of 
peanut butter on it. Or it is used 
to wrap a moist fish. 
Yes, I think in all honesty I’d 
have to advise any boy to aim 
for the presidency rather than 
settle for a job as a colum nist. 
It has certain inponderable re ­ 
wards 
which 
a fellow can’t 
overlook. 
For example, today is George 
Washington’s 
234th birthday, 
and many departm ent stores 
are 
celebrating his contribu­ 
tions 
to America by holding 
bargain sales in his honor. 
Ju st because he whipped King 
George in, you can buy a $12 
p air of pants 
for $3 less. 
On the other hand, Monday 
was my 55th birthday, and 
if 
any dime store in the land sold 
a 10-cent item for nine cents- 
well, I never got 
the word. 
No, there is no doubt about it. 
It is better to be a president 
than a columnist, but I think we 
can all join hands in mutual 
thanksgiving that in a demo­ 
cratic world we can afford both 


— so far. There is a great deal 
of public interest in colum nists. 
They are supposed to yield 
much political power behind the 
scenes. 
In this respect I feel I am 
unique. Starting with William 
Howard Taft in 1911, the year I 
was born, my 
advice - - 
al­ 
though readily available at all 
tim es — had gone unsolicited 
by 10 consecutive presidents. 
But despite my strikeouts as a 
presidential adviser, 
news­ 
paper work has given me some 
interesting chores and creepy 
moments. Such as— 


Visiting 60-odd countries and 
having a front-line seat at three 
w ars. 


Climbing the Eiffel Tower in 
P aris and the great Pyram id of 
Cheops near Cairo. 
Attending the hanging of three 
m urderers. 
Spending one enchanting eve­ 
ning on the town with film ac­ 
tress Shirley MacLaine. 
W restling a lame lioness. 
Eating a lam b’s eyeball, and 
outshooting a desert sheik in a 
pistol match in Algeria. 
Receiving an adenoid in a test 
tube from an ardent adm irer. 
The nicest thing about this 
trade is 
that many custom ers 
always w rite. Many readers are 
really faithful. 
One wrote 
me a lovely note 
Monday. “ No m atter what ev­ 
erybody else says about you, I 
think you’re doing g rea t,” 
it 
said. “ Keep up the good work, 
honey.” 
No name 
was signed to the 
note. 
It just said. “ M other.” 


BRIDGETOWN, BARBADOS— 
This island has the unique dis­ 
tinction of being the only foreign 
soil on which George Washing­ 
ton, father of our country, ever 
set foot. At the age of 19, being 
then a m ajor in the B ritish 
arm y, he sailed to Barbados in 
1751 with his half-brother to 
improve Lawrence’s tubercular 
condition. 
While in Barbados, Washington 
contracted the smallpox, which 
left him pock-m arked through 
life. 
Barbados was a thriving island 
in those days, more prosperous 
than most of the 13 colonies, 
and Washington, a gay young 
bachelor, 
according 
to 
his 
diary, led quite a social life. 
The diary, difficult to read, 
and with some words so faded 
they cannot be read at all, 
shows that the father of our 
country dined out alm ost every 
night, paid 15 pounds 
($75) a 
month for his and his brother’s 
lodging “ exclusive of liquors 
and washing” (his salary was 
150 pounds a year), and that 
even at the age of 19 he had 
some 
sage 
ideas 
about the 
techniques of government. 
“ The governor of Barbados 
seem s to keep a proper sta te ,” 
Washington noted in his journal 
on Dec. 22, 1751, the day he 
sailed back to Virginia. “ Lives 
very retired and at little ex­ 
pense it is said he is a gentle­ 
man of good sence as he avoids 
the e rro rs of his predecessor 
he gives no handle for complaint 
but at the sam e time by de­ 
clining much fam iliarity is not 
over zealously beloved and be­ 
ing deprived of power to. ..o u rs 
meet with. . .Ica.” 
This 
was the 
governing 
technique Washington him self 
later used as President; “ No 
handle for com plaint” but “ de­ 
clining much fam iliarity.” 
Note; The blank spaces above 
are where words in the diary 
have faded and are illegible. 
WASHINGTON’S SPELLING 
Washington was a worse spell­ 
e r than m ost newspapermen and 
referred to an avocado pear as 
a “ p a ir.” His eram m ar was not 


particularly elegant, and 
his 
punctuation w orse. However, he 
was only 19. 
Washington tells 
of his first 
reluctance to visit the Clarke 
family, one day after his arrival 
on November 3, because they 
were suffering from smallpox. 
However, Major Gidney Clarke, 
collector of custom s of B ar­ 
bados and a rich planter-m er­ 
chant, was close to the Wash­ 
ington family in Virginia. 
Gidney’s sis te r Deborah had 
m arried Col. W illiams Fairfax 
of Virginia as his third wife and 
Lawrence 
W ashington’s 
wife 
Anne was a daughter of Col. 
Fairfax and his first wife. 
* 
So arriving in Barbados, chiv­ 
alry 
came ahead 
of 
health. 
George dutifully went to see the 
family, despite the smallpox, 
and 
shortly thereafter 
con­ 
tracted it. Here is how he tells 
about it in his journal notation 
of Nov. 4, 1751; 
“ This morning received a card 
from Major C larke welcoming 
us to Barbadoes, with an invita­ 
tion to breakfast and dine with 
him. We went,—self with some 
reluctance, as the smallpox was 
in the family. We were received 
in the most kind and friendly by 
him. M rs. C larke was much in­ 
disposed.” 
On November 5 Washington 
tells of visiting ru ral Barbados; 
“ In the cool of the evening we 
rode out accompanied by Mr. 
C arter to seek lodgings in the 
country, as the doctor advised, 
and were perfectly enraptured 
with the beautiful prospects, 
which every side presented to 
our view, — the fields of cane, 
corn fru it-trees &C in a de­ 
lightful 
green. 
We 
returned 
without accomplishing our in­ 
tentions.” 
SMALLPOX AND MANURE 
It was two weeks later that 
Washington contracted sm all­ 
pox. He w rites; 
“ Saturday 17th,; Was strongly 
attacked with the sm all pox sent 
for Dr. Lanahan whose attend­ 
ance was very constant till my 
recovery, and going out which 
was “ till Thursday the 12th of 
Dpfprnhpr.” 


There was a long gap in Wash­ 
ington’s journal from November 
17 to December 12 while he was 
ill. On the later date he becam e 
incensed over a local rape case 
in which the defendant escaped 
conviction 
by suborning p er­ 
jury. His diary reads; 
“ Went to town visited Major 
C larke’s 
family 
(who kindly 
visited me in my illness 
and 
contributed all they cou’d in 
sending me the necessary’s re ­ 
quired in ye disorder) and dine 
with 
Major 
Gaskens 
a half 
brother to M rs. Clarke; On 
Monday 
last began the grand 
sessions and on this day brought 
the tryal ofC ol.C haunackam an 
of oppulent fortune and infamous 
character he was indicted for 
committing a rape on his s e r­ 
vant maid and was brought in 
guiltless and sav’d 
by one 
single evidence on. . .was gen­ 
erally reckone. .suborn’d.” 
On his last day in the island, 
Dec. 22, 1751, Washington sum ­ 
m arized his 
observations on 
Barbados, including the women, 
farm ing and m anure.R egarding 
women, he wrote; “ The ladys 
generally are very agreeable 
but by ill custom or wt. . af­ 
fect the Negro style. . .” 
Regarding cattle farming he 
wrote; “ Their dung they are 
very 
careful in saving, 
& 
curious in making which they 
do by througing up large heaps 
of earth and a number of stakes 
drove there is sufficient for six­ 
teen head of cattle to stand sep­ 
arately tied too which they are 
three months together tram p­ 
ling all the trash &CA than. . . 
and then its fit to manu. . . 
ground. 
Provisions in general 
are very indeferent but much 
better than the same quantity of 
pasturage would afford in V ir­ 
ginia. The very grass that grows 
amongst their corn is not lost 
but carefully gathered for pro­ 
vender for their stoc. . .’» 


So wrote the first President of 
the United States when at the 
age of 19, a m ajor in the B ritish 
arm y, he set foot outside the 
North American continent the 
one and r*nlv Hmp.

WHY WASHINGTON ESCAPES ‘DEBUNKERS’ 
“ Treacherous in private friendship and a 
hypocrite in public life” was the verdict of 
one eminent American. 
Thomas Paine, pamphleteer and patriot was 
delivering what he probably sincerely believed 
to be final judgment on George Washington. 
That the first chief executive was the tar­ 
get of scathing attack in his own time is a 
fact of American history largely forgotten by 
all but historians. But fact nonetheless. Po­ 
litical hatchetmen of any time would be hard 
put to match the abuse heaped upon this least 
political of presidents. 
Washington himself, writing in the last year 
of his presidency to Thomas Jefferson, com­ 
plained that the partisan press referred to 
him in “ such exaggerated and indecent terms 
as could scarcely be applied to a Nero, a 
notorious defaulter, or even a common pick­ 
pocket.” 
Yet the 
vived, it 
Washington reputation not only sur- 
has grown through the years. While 
the debunking school of historians has been 
industriously cutting down to size other greats 
of America’s early years, recognition of Wash­ 
ington’s indispensable contributions to the fledg­ 
ling nation has become clearer, respect greater. 
Why? He certainly lacked the intellectual bril­ 
liance of Jefferson, the political and economic 
genius of Hamilton. He was not a great speaker 
or writer, not one to fire men with his words. 
He would be considered dull, even stuffy, country 
gentleman be revered as have few other presi­ 
dents? 
It is simply that because without Washington 
there would have been no country, no sub­ 
sequent presidents. 
At the end of the Revolution, whatever dis­ 
cipline and unity had been forged by the war 
utterly collapsed. Political confusion, economic 
chaos, even armed rebellion followed victory. 
Washington, who had been the indespensable 
general in winning independence in war, was 
now to be the indispensable civilian in securing 
that independence in peace—both as a prime 
mover of the Constitutional Convention that 
established the framework of the new nation 
and as its first president. 
Washington, the military hero enjoying the 
gratitude of his countrymen, knew he had far 
more to lose than to gain by entering the 
political arena. 
Yet no ideal moved him so -deeply as na­ 
tional unity. And by accepting the challenge, 
with the calumny that inevitably followed, he, 
more than anyone else, maintained unity during 
the crucial early years, doing so by sheer 
force of person and character. 
The service to the nation of the man who 
always thought of himself as president of all 
the people, who was president of the entire 
United States as none to follow could hope 
to be, cannot be debunked. 
Jefferson, not Paine,* delivered the judgment 
that was to be history’s. 
“ He was, in every sense of the words, a 
wise, a good, and a great man.”

THE WASHINGTON CULT 
“ Washington in the flesh is taken from us; 
we shall never behold him as our fathers did; 
but his memory remains, and I say, let us 
hang to his memory. Let us make a national 
festival and holiday of his birthday; and ever, 
as the 22d of February returns, let us remem­ 
ber, that while with these solemn and joyous 
rites of observance we celebrate the great an­ 
niversary, our fellow-citizens on the Hudson, 
on the Potomac, from the Southern plains to 
the Western lakes, are engaged in the same of­ 
fices of gratitude and love.” —Oration by Ed­ 
ward Everett, circa 1856. 
Washington's birthday, Tuesday, Feb. 22, is a 
much diminished national observance from the 
time Edward Everett spoke those lines. It is 
still the only birthday anniversary (other than 
December 25) celebrated as a legal holiday 
by every state of the Union. But the air of 
reverence is gone. In Washington, D. C. itself 
and other cities merchants use the occasion 
to push goods in an annual Washington’s Birth­ 
day Sale. 
It was not always so. Between Washington’s 
death on Dec. 14, 1799, and the outbreak of 
the Civil War, the Washington legend acquired 
a cultic character that has never been equalled 
in American history. Daniel J. Boorstin, the 
University of Chicago historian and author of 
The Americans: The National Experience (1965), 
explains: 
“ What is most remarkable is not that Wash­ 
ington eventually became a demigod. Father of 
his Country, but that the transfiguration hap­ 
pened so quickly. There is no better evidence 
of the desperate need Americans felt for a 
dignified and worshipful national hero than 
their passionate haste in elevating Washington 
to sainthood. Never was there a better example 
of the special potency of the Will to Believe 
in this New World.” 
A good part of the legend was created by 
author Mason Locke Weems—“ Parson Weems” 
—in his Life of George Washington: With Curious 
Anecdotes, Equally Honourable to Himself and 
Exemplary to His Young Countrymen, published 
in 1808. Weems, like other boosters, asserted 
facts for which there was little or no foundation. 
Alas, other heroes have come along to compete 
for attention in the national mythology. Each 
generation of Americans has its own candidate 
for the American Pantheon. Yet it can be 
argued that only Washington and Lincoln truly 
belong to the ages.

Lyndon B. Johnson took the 
easy way. I took the hard way. 
He has to shepherd the politi­ 
cal destiny of 195 million peo­ 
ple, but look at all the help he 
gets — some of which he wants, 
I have only one destiny to guide, 
but my only weapon is a type­ 
writer ribbon. 
What Lyndon writes winds up 
on the library shelves. What I 
write 
winds 
up 
on kitchen 
shelves - - usually with a jar of 
peanut butter on it. Or it is used 
to wrap a moist fish. 
Yes, I think in all honesty I'd 
have to advise any boy to aim 
for the presidency rather than 
settle tor a job as a columnist. 
It has certain inponderable re­ 
wards 
which 
a fellow can't 
overlook. 
For example, today Is George 
Washington's 
234th birthday, 
and many department stores 
are 
celebrating his contribu­ 
tions 
to America by holding 
bargain sales in his honor. 
Just because he whipped King 
George IU, you can buy a $12 
pair of pants 
for $3 less. 
On the other hand, Monday 
was my 55th birthday, and 
if 
any dime store in the land sold 
a 10-cent item for nine cents- 
well, I never got 
the word. 
No, there is no doubt about it. 
It is better to be a president 
than a columnist, but I think we 
can all join hands in mutual 
thanksgiving that in a demo­ 
cratic world we can afford tx>th 


--so far. There is a great deal 
of public interest in columnists. 
They are supposed to yield 
much political power behind the 
scenes. 
In this respect I feel I am 
unique. Starting with William 
Howard Taft in 1911, the year I 
was bom, my advice — 
al­ 
though readUy available at aU 
times — had gone unsolicited 
by IO consecutive presidents. 
But despite my strikeouts as a 
presidential adviser, 
news­ 
paper work has given me some 
interesting chores and creepy 
moments. Such as— 
Visiting 60-odd countries and 
having a front-line seat at three 
wars. 


Climbing the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris and the great Pyramid of 
Cheops near Cairo, 
Attending the hanging of three 
murderers. 
Spending one enchanting eve­ 
ning on the town with film ac­ 
tress Shirley MacLaine, 
Wrestling a lame lioness, 
Eating a lamb’s eyeball, and 
outshootlng a desert sheik in a 
pistol match in Algeria. 
Receiving an adenoid in a test 
tube from an ardent admirer. 
The nicest thing about this 
trade is 
that many customers 
always write. Many readers are 
really faithful. 
One wrote 
me a lovely note 
Monday, “No matter what ev­ 
erybody else says about you, I 
think you're doing great,” 
it 
said. “Keep up the good work, 
honey,” 
No name 
was signed to the 
note. 
It just said, “ Mother.” 


BRIDGETOWN, BARBADOS— 
This island has the unique dis­ 
tinction of being the only foreign 
soil on which George Washing­ 
ton, father of our country, ever 
set toot. At the age of 19, being 
then a major in the British 
army, he sailed to Barbados in 
1751 with his half-brother to 
Improve Lawrence's tubercular 
condition. 
While in Barbados, Washington 
contracted the smallpox, which 
left him pock-marked through 
life. 
Barbados was a thriving island 
in those days, more prosperous 
than most of the 13 colonies, 
and Washington, a gay young 
bachelor, 
according 
to 
his 
diary, led quite a social life. 
The diary, difficult to read, 
and with some words so faded 
they cannot be read at all, 
shows that the father of our 
country dined out almost every 
night, paid IS pounds ($75) a 
month for his and his brother's 
lodging “exclusive of liquors 
and washing” (his salary was 
150 pounds a year), and that 
even at the age of 19 he had 
some 
sage 
ideas 
about the 
techniques of government. 
“ The governor of Barbados 
seems to keep a proper state,” 
Washington noted in his journal 
on Dec. 22, 1751, the day he 
sailed back to Virginia. “ Lives 
very retired and at little ex­ 
pense it is said he is a gentle­ 
man of good sence as he avoids 
the errors of his predecessor 
he gives no handle for complaint 
but at the same time by de­ 
clining much familiarity is not 
over zealously beloved and be­ 
ing deprived of power to,, .ours 
meet with. . .lea.” 
This 
was the 
governing 
technique Washington himself 
later used as President; “No 
handle for complaint*' but “ de­ 
clining much familiarity.'* 
Note; The blank spaces above 
are where words in the diary 
have faded and are illegible. 
WASHINGTON'S SPELLING 
Washington was a worse spell­ 
er than most newspapermen and 
referred to an avocado pear as 
a “pair.” His srrammarwas not 


particularly elegant, and his 
punctuation worse. However, he 
was only 19. 
Washington tells of his first 
reluctance to visit the Clarke 
family, one day after his arrival 
on November 3, because they 
were suffering from smallpox. 
However, Major Gidney Clarke, 
collector of customs of Bar­ 
bados and a rich planter-mer­ 
chant, was clos# to the Wash­ 
ington family in Virginia. 
Gidney's sister Deborah had 
married Col. williams Fairfax 
of Vlrglnia as his third wife and 
Lawrence 
Washington's wife 
Anne was a daughter of Col. 
Fairfax and his first wife. 
* 
So arriving in B andos, chiv­ 
alry 
came ahead of health. 
George dutifully went to seethe 
family, despite the smallpox, 
and 
shortly thereafter con­ 
tracted it. Here is how he tells 
about It In his journal notation 
of Nov. 4, 1751: 
“ This morning received a card 
from Major Clarke welcoming 
us to Barbadoes, with an invita­ 
tion to breakfast and dine with 
him. We went,—self with some 
reluctance, as the smallpox was 
in the family. We were received 
in the most kind and friendly by 
him. Mrs. Clarke was much In­ 
disposed.” 
On November 5 Washington 
tells of visiting rural Barbados; 
“ In the cool of the evening we 
rode out accompanied by Mr. 
Carter to seek lodgings in the 
country, as the doctor advised, 
and were perfectly enraptured 
with the beautiful prospects, 
which every side presented to 
our view, — the fields of cane, 
corn fruit-trees AC in a de­ 
lightful 
green. 
We returned 
without accomplishing our in­ 
tentions.” 
SMALLPOX AND MANURE 
It was two weeks later that 
Washington contracted small­ 
pox, He writes; 
“Saturday 17th,: Was strongly 
attacked with the small pox sent 
for Dr. Lanahan whose attend­ 
ance was very constant till my 
recovery, and going out which 
was “ till Thursday the 12th of 
December.” 


There was a long gap In Wash­ 
ington's journal from November 
17 to December 12 while he was 
ill. On the later date he became 
Incensed over a local rape case 
in which the defendant escaped 
conviction 
by suborning per­ 
jury. His diary reads; 
“ Went to town visited Major 
Clarke's 
family (who kindly 
visited me in my Illness 
and 
contributed all they cou'd in 
sending me the necessary's re­ 
quired in ye disorder) and dine 
with 
Major Gaskens 
a half 
brother to Mrs. Clarke; On 
Monday 
last began the grand 
sessions and on this day brought 
the tryal ofCol.Chaunackaman 
of oppulent fortune and infamous 
character he was indicted for 
committing a rape on his ser­ 
vant maid and was brought in 
guiltless and sav'd 
by one 
single evidence on. . .was gen­ 
erally reckone. .suborn'd.” 
On his last day in the island, 
Dec. 22, 1751, Washington sum­ 
marized his observations on 
Barbados, Including the women, 
farming and manure.Regarding 
women, he wrote: “ The ladys 
generally are very agreeable 
but by ill custom or wt. . af­ 
fect the Negro sty le., , ” 
Regarding cattle farming he 
wrote: “ Their dung they are 
very 
careful in saving, 
A 
curious in making which they 
do by thronging up large heaps 
of earth and a number of stakes 
drove there Is sufficient for six­ 
teen head of cattle to stand sep­ 
arately tied too which they are 
three months together tramp­ 
ling all the trash ACA than. . , 
and then its fit to manu. . , 
ground. 
Provisions in general 
are very lndeferent but much 
better than the same quantity of 
pasturage would afford in Vir­ 
ginia. The very grass that grows 
amongst their corn is not lost 
but carefully gathered for pro­ 
vender for their atoc, . .” 


So wrote the first President of

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Symington Gives Important 
U.S. Roles in Yiet Nam 


WASHINGTON — High morale 
and excellent cooperation be­ 
tween American civilians 
and 
servicem en, steadily improving 
relations with the Vietnames, 
increasing dock and airport fa­ 
cilities, 
tropospheric scram ­ 
bled 
communications, inten­ 
sive training of native political 
action teams, classes in mid­ 
w ifery and improved pig farm 
management, all have important 
roles in the Am erican effort to 
produce a viable political and 
economic life in South Vietnam. 
These are some 
of 
the ob­ 
servations by Senator 
Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo.), member of 
the Senate Armed Services and 
Foreign Relations Committees, 
covered by the uncensored por­ 
tions of his 122-page day-by- 
day report of his intensive in­ 
spection 
trip 
to 
Vietnam 
December 
28 to January 
6. 
Symington filed the report with 
Senators Russell and Fulbright, 
chairmen 
of 
the two 
com­ 
mittees, on January 24, sending 
copies of it to the Department 
of Defense at the same time 
for declassification. 
As re­ 
leased today, many figures and, 
at 
some points, whole para­ 
graphs and pages have 
been 
deleted for security reasons, 
but a great deal remains. 
Deeply impressed by the w ill 
to 
win on the part of many 
South Vietnamese, 
Symington 
devotes 9 pages of his report 
to his visit on Monday, Ja n ­ 
uary 3, with Vietnamese Cap­ 
tain Liauan M ai to the Vung 
Tau Farm where a class of 3200 
Vietnamese from the villages 
was being trained so that they 
could go back to their villages 
as 40-man 
political 
action 
teams. 
Included in the class were 150 
girls who were being schooled 
“ prim arily as m idwives" 
in 
addition to the “ civic action" 
course given to the other stu­ 
dents. 
In the report Symington tells 
of a Viet Cong suspect captured 
in a village near where he was 
visiting and being brought in 
for questioning. He also says 
only the front lines were “ cur­ 
rently getting jungle boots and 
lightweight fatigues. The sole 
of the boot is resistant to the 
Viet Cong punji spikes which 
are often 
buried in holes in 
the ground and w ill pierce the 
sole 
of the ordinary combat 
boots, 
which are 
being re­ 
placed as fast as possible. Jun­ 
gle fatigues are desired because 
they are much cooler and dry 
rap id ly." 
The report, declassified cop­ 
ies of which are available at 
Senator Symington's office here 
in Washington, includes the fol­ 
lowing excerpts;

Symington Gives Important 
U.S. Roles in Viet Nam 


WASHINGTON — High morale 
and excellent cooperation be­ 
tween American civilians and 
servicemen, steadily improving 
relations with the Vietnames, 
increasing dock and airport fa­ 
cilities, 
tropospheric scram­ 
bled 
communications, inten­ 
sive training of native political 
action teams, classes in mid­ 
wifery and improved pig farm 
management, all have important 
roles in the American effort to 
produce a viable political and 
economic life in South Vietnam. 
These are some 
of 
the ob­ 
servations by Senator Stuart 
Symington (]>Mo.), member of 
the Senate Armed Services and 
Foreign Relations Committees, 
covered by the uncensored por­ 
tions of his 122-page day-by- 
day report of his intensive in­ 
spection 
trip 
to 
Vietnam 
December 28 to January 6. 
Symington filed the report with 
Senators Russell and Fulbright, 
chairmen 
of the two 
com­ 
mittees, on January 24, sending 
copies of it to the Department 
of Defense at the same time 
for declassification. 
As re­ 
leased today, many figures and, 
at some points, whole para­ 
graphs and pages have 
been 
deleted for security reasons, 
but a great deal rem ains. 
Deeply im pressed by the will 
to win on the part of many 
South Vietnamese, Symington 
devotes 9 pages of his report 
to his visit on Monday, Jan­ 
uary 3, with Vietnamese Cap­ 
tain Llauan Mal to the Vung 
Tau Farm where a class of 3200 
Vietnamese from the villages 
was being trained so that they 
could go back to their villages 
as 40-man 
political 
action 
teams. 
Included in the class were 150 
girls who were being schooled 
“ primarily as midwives” in 
addition to the “ civic action” 
course given to the other stu­ 
dents. 
In the report Symington tells 
of a Viet Cong suspect captured 
in a village near where he was 
visiting and being brought in 
for questioning. He also says 
only the front lines were “ cur­ 
rently getting jungle boots and 
lightweight fatigues. The sole 
of the boot is resistant to the 
Viet Cong punji spikes which 
are often 
burled in holes in 
the ground and will pierce the 
sole of the ordinary combat 
boots, 
which are 
being re­ 
placed as fast as possible.Jun­ 
gle fatigues are desired because 
they are much cooler and dry 
rapidly.” 
The report, declassified cop­ 
ies of which are available at 
Senator Symington's office here 
in Washington, includes the fol­ 
lowing excerpts:

were told that much is to be 
gained by keeping a unit in a 
given area where it can learn 
to know the local Vietnamese, 
and thereby be in better posi­ 
tion to identify who are Viet 
Cong and v.ho are not.

House Brews Trouble 
For Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON 
AP -- The 
House is brewing up some trou­ 
ble for the adm inistration's for­ 
eign policy. 
The developing tempest 
is 
over a matter that has been of 
continuing irritation to Republi­ 
cans and Democrats alike. 
The issue is rontinued trade 
with North Viet Nam by foreign 
nations friendly to the United 
States. While the administration 
claims this trade has slowed 
down in recent months and has 
taken some steps to curb it, 
many 
members of 
Congress 
want an outright ban. 
Several bills have been intro­ 
duced to close U.S. ports to 
ships which carry cargoes to 
North Viet Nam. Cargoes loaded 
in American ports generally 
are not of military value and 
are unloaded in ports of friendly 
nations. However, proponents of 
the legislation claim, the ships 
involved \isit American ports 
after having unloaded other car­ 
goes in North Viet Nam. 
Rep. Charles E. Chamberlain, 
R-Mich., who has waged a long 
campaign against the practice, 
claims that 401 ships flying 
flags of non-Communist nations 
arrived in North Viet Nam in 
1964. 
In 1965, 
Chamberlain 
said, the number dropped to 
119. 
Chamberlain got his figures 
from the Defense Department 
and they deal only with un­ 
classified information. 
“ The true figure is more than 
double what we are being told," 
he said, “ and it amounts to 
more arrivals by free world 


ships 
than 
by 
Communist 
ships.” 
Most of the ships, he said, are 
chartered to Communist nations 
and carry Communist goods 
which the Defense Department 
claim s are not vital to North 
Viet Nam’s war effort. But, 
he emphasized, they release 
Communist ships to carry war 
m aterial. 
More than half the non-Com- 
munist ships that visited North 
Viet Nam ports in 1965, Cham­ 
berlain said, were registered 
under the flag of the United 
Kingdom. 
Sponsors of the bills to close 
U.S. ports to ships trading with 
North Viet Nam aren’t too opti­ 
mistic about winning their fight 
in that field. But they have 
another plan which they believe 
will work. 


They 
are 
going 
to 
offer 
amendments to the annual for­ 
eign aid and Defense Depart­ 
ment appropriation bills to cut 
off U.S. financial assistance to 
any nation that allows its ships 
to continue the trade. 
They almost succeeded with 
that move last year when the 
House approved an outright ban 
against aid to those nations. The 
Senate refused to go along with 
a strict ban and voted to allow 
the President to decide whether 
continued aid was in the best 
interests of the United States. 
The House backed down by a 
vote of 174 to 164, a margin siim 
enough to lie overcome in a 
congressional election vearlike 
1966.

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NEW LIGHT ON 
CITY FUTURES 
New industry may not be the 
key to the growth of every Mis­ 
souri community—rather, the 
future of many Missouri cities 
will depend on meeting current 
needs and capitalizing on in­ 
dividual or unique character­ 
istics, 
according to 
Phillip 
Maher, state director of the 
Department of Urban Affairs. 
The 
newly-formed 
depart­ 
ment, initiated under Gov. W ar­ 
ren E. Hearnes, visualizes the 
promotion of regional centers 
of commerce through all agen­ 
cies of state government and 
under the direction of the urban 
affairs department. 
As a long-range plan for re ­ 
organizing governmental agen­ 
cies, the department will con­ 
solidate 
all state divisions 
under five to six major ad­ 
ministrative branches toelim i- 
nate duplication and waste of 
m aterials and energy, Maher 
said. 
This may mean an initial cut 
in state agency operating ex­ 
penses, he explained, but its 
m ajor purpose will be more 
effective administration of state 
and federal programs. The de­ 
partm ent, since its formation, 
has taken on all new federal 
program s, specifically those of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity. 
As for the individual Missouri 
community, Maher aims to pro­ 
mote extensive transportation 
lines and facilities over a long- 


range plan which would tie to­ 
gether commercial areas su r­ 
rounding major economic cen­ 
ters. 
To complement this, one of 
the function of his department 
would l>e the advisement of 
sm all 
communities on their 
integration 
into their com­ 
m ercial center. The centers, 
in turn, would be linked by a 
statewide transportation net­ 
work 
facilitating 
economic 
growth, he said. 
In the past, most state high­ 
ways were designed to connect 
county seats, Maher explained. 
The federal interstate program, 
however, recognized the need 
for connecting economic cen­ 
ters and this same philosophy 
can l>e carried out within states. 
Individual cities would be en­ 
couraged 
toward civic and 
governmental streamlining as 
best would meet the needs of 
their 
respective commercial 
centers, Maher said. 
In its efforts to help com­ 
munities improve themselves 
and develop existing qualities, 
the urban affairs department 
would advise and work in five 
m ajor areas: 
1. Financial revision--assist­ 
ing all governmental divisions, 
cities, counties, etc., in re ­ 
vision of tax structures and fi­ 
nancial collection. 
2. 
Legislative 
revision — 
working with local governments 
in areas of revising municipal 
codes and setting up sound ad­ 
ministrative services for their 
citizens. 
3 
Inter-governmental rela- 
tions--advising in city m ergers 
and annexations and generally 
promoting 
inter-city, 
city- 
county, and city-national rela­ 
tions, rather than independent 
competit ion. 
4. 
Transportation -- 
Mass 
transit is one of the most im ­ 
portant concepts in economic 
development today, Maher ex­ 
plained, It is important there­ 
fore, that Missouri think of 
inter-city and 
inter-regional 
affairs through improved high­ 
way, rail and airport facilities. 
5. Housing and Urban Renewal 
--Already a part of the urban 
affairs department, this divi­ 
sion would continue to advise 
communities on housing and 
economic 
development 
and 
translating new federal pro­ 
gram s to local needs. 
“ Everyone seems to think the 
acquisition of new industry is 
the only way for a small com­ 
munity 
to 
succeed,” 
Maher 
said. Industrial sites alone can­ 
not help a community. The ideal, 
he said, is to build a “ good 
community” in all aspects, and 


Stock 
Market 
Confused

NEW YORK (AP) — A con­ 
fused stock market has been 
swinging impulsively under the 
impact of contradictory news 
items. 
Most reports still point to 
boom days ahead. But a handful 
of gloomy interpretations of 
some recent statistics has many 
a stock trader wondering. 
Some pundits tell him that the 
signs all indicate inflationary 
growth of the economy may al­ 
ready be under way — meaning 
stocks could be a good buy. 
Others say the signs of a slow­ 
down are beginning toappear, if 
not quite as obvious as the sta­ 
tistics that show the economy 
has risen even higher than first 
thought — meaning caution in 
stock buying may lie a good bet. 
Personal income is an exam­ 
ple. The government reports 
that the total has just risen 
again, as usual and as expected. 
But it also reports that the rise 
was sm aller than in previous 
months, trimming the impact of 
this strong ally of prosperity. 
The slowdown also was expect­ 
ed, because of the bs ‘ increase 
in withholding from pay checks 
for Social Security. 
Yet despite the slowdown in 
the pace of personal income 
gains, retail 
trade 
is 
still 
flourishing. Even the onslaught 
of bad February weather hasn’t 
trimmed 
the total sales by 
much. 
From this the puzzled stock 
trader can deduce either that 
consumers are bent on spending 
more, even if that means saving 
less, or that they haven’t yet 
reacted to the smaller pay­ 
checks. 
Confusion is added by the pre­ 
dictions that wage increases 
this year will be substantial and 
that the government’s guide­ 
lines for holding them down will 
be challenged by powerful un­ 
ions. Witli employment high, 
and rising, the total of personal 
incomes could spurt again with 
the higher wage scales. 
On that issue, stock traders 
can guess either way. 
Housing 
starts 
also have 
turned down sharply. This could 
mean that the home building 
industry is in for slim pickings 
and that would-be home buyers 
are turning cautious. Or it could 
mean nothing more than that 
the weather lias been foul in 
many places and that spring 
could bring the usual seasonal 
pickup in construction. 
Orders for durable goods are 
still rising and the backlog on 
manufacturers* books is $9 bil­ 
lion higher than a year ago. 
This could mean that both con­ 
sumers and businessmen are 
still expanding their spending. 
But inventories also are rising 
sharply. And some stock trad­ 
ers have interpreted 
this to 
mean that businessmen fear in­ 
flation is under way and are 
stocking up to beat price rises. 
This could make corporate se­ 
curities look 
good. But some 
pundits are pointing out that 
inventories 
historically have 
risen sharply just as the busi­ 
ness cycle was reaching its peak

And, as al­ 
ways, each individual stock has 
its own set of factors making 
it look momentarily good or 
bad.

House Brews Trouble 
For Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON 
AP -- The 
House is brewing up some trou­ 
ble for the administration's for­ 
eign policy. 
The developing tempest 
is 
over a matter that has been of 
continuing irritation to Republi­ 
cans and Democrats alike. 
The issue is continued trade 
with North Viet Nam by foreign 
nations friendly to the United 
States. While the administration 
claims this trade has slowed 
down in recent months and has 
taken some steps to curb it, 
many 
members of Congress 
want an outright ban. 
Several bills have been intro­ 
duced to close U.S. ports to 
ships which carry cargoes to 
North Viet Nam. Cargoes loaded 
in American ports generally 
are not of military value and 
are unloaded in ports of friendly 
nations. However, proponents of 
the legislation claim, the ships 
involved visit American ports 
after having unloaded other car­ 
goes in North Viet Nam. 
Rep. Charles E. Chamberlain, 
R-Mich., who has waged a long 
campaign against the practice, 
claims that 401 ships flying 
flags of non-Communist nations 
arrived in North Viet Nam in 
1964. 
In 1965, 
Chamberlain 
said, the number dropped to 
119. 
Chamberlain got his figures 
from the Defense Department 
and they deal only with un­ 
classified information. 
“ The true figure is more than 
double wrhat we are being told," 
he said, “ and it amounts to 
more arrivals by free world 


ships 
than 
by 
Communist 
ships." 
Most of the ships, he said, are 
chartered to Communist nations 
and carry Communist goods 
which the Defense Department 
claims are not vital to North 
Viet Nam's war effort. But, 
he emphasized, they release 
Communist ships to carry war 
material. 
More than half the non-Com­ 
munist ships that visited North 
Viet Nam ports in 1965, Cham­ 
berlain said, were registered 
under the flag of the United 
Kingdom. 
Sponsors of the bills to close 
U.S. ports to ships trading with 
North Viet Nam aren't too opti­ 
mistic about winning their fight 
in that field. But they have 
another plan which they believe 
will work. 


They 
are 
going to offer 
amendments to the annual for­ 
eign aid and Defense Depart­ 
ment appropriation bills to cut 
off U.S. financial assistance to 
any nation that allows its ships 
to continue the trade. 
They almost succeeded with 
that move last year when the 
House approved an outright ban 
against aid to those nations. The 
Senate refused to go along with 
a strict ban and voted to allow 
the President to decide whether 
continued aid was in the best 
interests of the United States. 
The House backed down by a 
vote of 174 to 164, a margin slim 
enough to be overcome in a 
congressional election year like 
1966.

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NEW LIGHT ON 
CITY FUTURES 
New industry may not be the 
key to the growth of every Mis­ 
souri community—rather, the 
future of many Missouri cities 
will depend on meeting current 
needs and capitalizing on in­ 
dividual or unique character­ 
istics, 
according to 
Phillip 
Maher, state director of the 
Department of Urban Affairs. 
The 
newly-formed depart­ 
ment, initiated under Gov. War­ 
ren E. Hearnes, visualizes the 
promotion of regional centers 
of commerce through all agen­ 
cies of state government and 
under the direction of the urban 
affairs department. 
As a long-range plan for re ­ 
organizing governmental agen­ 
cies, the department will con­ 
solidate 
all state divisions 
under five to six major ad­ 
ministrative branches to elimi­ 
nate duplication and waste of 
materials and energy, Maher 
said. 
This may mean an initial cut 
in state agency operating ex­ 
penses, he explained, but its 
major purpose will be more 
effective administration of state 
and federal programs. The de­ 
partment, since its formation, 
has taken on all new federal 
programs, specifically those of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity. 
As for the individual Missouri 
community, Maher alms to pro­ 
mote extensive transportation 
lines and facilities over a long- 


range plan which would tie to­ 
gether commercial areas sur­ 
rounding major economic cen­ 
ters. 
To complement this, one of 
the function of his department 
would be the advisement of 
small 
communities on their 
integration 
into their com­ 
mercial center. The centers, 
in turn, would be linked by a 
statewide transportation net­ 
work 
facilitating 
economic 
growth, he said. 
In the past, most state high­ 
ways were designed to connect 
county seats, Maher explained. 
The federal interstate program, 
however, recognized the need 
for connecting economic cen­ 
ters and this same philosophy 
can be carried out within states. 
Individual cities would be en­ 
couraged 
toward civic and 
governmental streamlining as 
best would meet the needs of 
their 
respective commercial 
centers, Maher said. 
In its efforts to help com­ 
munities improve themselves 
and develop existing qualities, 
the urban affairs department 
would advise and work in five 
major areas: 
1. Financial revision--assist­ 
ing all governmental divisions, 
cities, counties, etc., in re­ 
vision of tax structures and fi­ 
nancial collection. 
2. 
Legislative 
revision — 
working with local governments 
in areas of revising municipal 
codes and setting up sound ad­ 
ministrative services for their 
citizens. 
3. Inter-governmental rela- 
tions--advising in city mergers 
and annexations and generally 
promoting 
inter-city, 
city- 
county, and city-national rela­ 
tions, rather than independent 
competition. 
4. 
Transportation -- 
Mass 
transit is one of the most im­ 
portant concepts in economic 
development today, Maher ex­ 
plained, It is important there­ 
fore, that Missouri think of 
inter-city and 
inter-regional 
affairs through Improved high­ 
way, rail and airport facilities. 
5. Housing and Urban Renewal 
--Already a part of the urban 
affairs department, this divi­ 
sion would continue to advise 
communities on housing and 
economic 
development 
and 
translating new federal pro­ 
grams to local needs. 
“ Everyone seems to think the 
acquisition of new industry is 
the only way for a small com­ 
munity to succeed," Maher 
said. Industrial sites alone can­ 
not help a community. The ideal, 
he said, is to build a “ good 
community" in all aspects, and 


Stock 
Market 
Confused

NEW YORK (AP) — A con. 
fused stock market has been 
swinging impulsively under the 
impact of contradictory news 
items. 
Most reports still point to 
boom days ahead. But a handful 
of gloomy interpretations of 
some recent statistics has many 
a stock trader wondering. 
Some pundits tell him that the 
signs all indicate inflationary 
growth of the economy may al­ 
ready be under way — meaning 
stocks could be a good buy. 
Others say the signs of a slow- 
down are beginning toappear,if 
not quite as obvious as the sta­ 
tistics that show the economy 
has risen even higher than first 
thought — meaning caution in 
stock buying may be a good bet. 
Personal income is an exam­ 
ple. Die government reports 
that the total has just risen 
again, as usual and as expected. 
But it also reports that the rise 
was smaller than in previous 
months, trimming the impactor 
this strong ally of prosperity. 
The slowdown also was expect­ 
ed, because of the big increase 
in withholding from pay checks 
for Social Security. 
Yet despite the slowdown in 
the pace of personal income 
gains, retail trade is still 
flourishing. Even the onslaught 
of bad February weather hasn't 
trimmed the total sales by 
much. 
From this the puzzled stock 
trader can deduce either that 
consumers are bent on spending 
more, even if that means saving 
less, or that they haven't yet 
reacted to the smaller pay­ 
checks. 
Confusion is added by the pre­ 
dictions that wage increases 
this year will be substantial and 
that the government's guide­ 
lines for holding them down will 
be challenged by powerful un­ 
ions. With employment high, 
and rising, the total of personal 
incomes could spurt again with 
the higher wage scales. 
On that issue, stock traders 
can guess either way. 
Housing 
starts 
also have 
turned down sharply. This could 
mean that the home building 
industry is in for slim pickings 
and that would-be home buyers 
are turning cautious. Or it could 
mean nothing more than that 
the weather has been foul in 
many places and that spring 
could bring the usual seasonal 
pickup in construction. 
Orders for durable goods are 
still rising and the backlog on 
manufacturers* books is $9 bil­ 
lion higher than a year ago. 
This could mean that both con­ 
sumers and businessmen are 
still expanding their spending. 
But inventories also are rising 
sharply. And some stock trad­ 
ers have interpreted 
this to 
mean that liusinessmen fear in­ 
flation is under way and are 
stocking up to beat price rises. 
This could make corporate se­ 
curities look good. But some 
pundits are pointing out that 
inventories 
historically have 
risen sharply just as the busi­ 
ness cycle was reaching its peak

sounds. But how quickly cars 
will be moving off production 
lines and out ol dealers show­ 
rooms a month from now will be 
watched closely. 
Autos are popularly consid­ 
ered a 
key indicator of the 
health of the economy. If auto 
plants are busy and motorists 
are buying freely, most Ameri­ 
cans think all’s well. 
Output so far this year is 
about 85,000 cars behind the 
same date in 1965. This was ex­ 


pected. January and February 
of last year saw record produc­ 
tion and sales while the industry 
and its customers were catching 
up after the shortages caused 
by strikes in the fall of 1964. 
The question now is; How will 
the auto industry be faring this 
spring? Comparison with a year 
ago will then be more normal. 
The spring-inspired urge to get 
out on the road should be work­ 
ing its seasonal magic. 
But some people have less 
take-home pay now than a year 
ago. 
Higher Social 
Security 
taxes are biting both into their 
pay checks and their employer’s 
cash flow. 


Since most people buy a new 
car on the monthly payment 
plan, the question is; Will they 
be feeling the pinch of keeping 
up their other monthly pay­ 
ments out of paychecks sm aller 
than a year ago? 
There is also the question of 
car 
prices. 
Added 
safety 
devices in the 1966 models tend 
to make for higher total costs. 
Rising interest rates on bor­ 


rowed money also may take a 
toll. 
Sales in the early weeks after 
the 1966 models were intro­ 
duced were pleasing for most 
auto makers. And that is why 
they shrug off the comparison 
just now of sales with a year 
ago when conditions were spe­ 
cial. The early sales returns 
lead some auto executives to 
predict that 1966 will see a siz­ 
able rise in sales over 1965. 


Complicating predictions, in 
addition to higher social 
se­ 
curity taxes and the proposed 
rescinding of a small cut in 
excise taxes on autos, is just 
how 
public psychology may 
swing if the Viet Nam war 
grows, or if its impact becomes 
more apparent to Americans. 


All consumer goods, not just 
autos, could be affected. If the 
public decides that prices In 


general are going to rise, along 
with interest rates, it might plop 
for getting up stiffer monthly 
payments now and buy freely.

talk of record sa les ahead but 
their output and sales so far 
this year are 
trailing 1965. 
Special conditions make this 
le s s 
contradictory 
than 
it 
sounds. But how quickly cars 
w ill be moving off production 
lines and out oi dealers show­ 
room s a month from now will be 
watched c lo sely . 
Autos are popularly consid­ 
ered a 
key 
indicator of the 
health of the econom y. If auto 
plants are busy and motorists 
are buying freely , most Ameri­ 
cans think all*s w ell. 
Output 
so far this year is 
about 85,000 ca rs behind the 
sam e date in 1965. This was ex­ 


pected. January and February 
of last year saw record produc­ 
tion and sa les while the industry 
and its custom ers were catching 
up after the shortages caused 
by strik es in the fall of 1964. 
The question now is; How w ill 
the auto industry be faring this 
spring? Comparison with a year 
ago w ill then be m ore norm al. 
The spring-inspired urge to get 
out on the road should be work­ 
ing its seasonal m agic. 
But 
som e people have le ss 
take-hom e pay now than a year 
ago. 
Higher Social 
Security 
taxes are biting both into their 
pay checks and their em ployer’s 
cash flow. 


Since most people buy a new 
ca r on 
the monthly payment 
plan, the question is: Will they 
be feeling the pinch of keeping 
up 
their other monthly pay­ 
m ents out of paychecks sm aller 
than a year ago? 
There Is also the question of 
car 
p rices. 
Added 
safety 
d ev ices in the 1966 m odels tend 
to m ake for higher total co sts. 
R ising interest rates on bor­ 


rowed money also may take a 
toil. 
Sales in the early weeks after 
the 1966 m odels were intro­ 
duced were pleasing for m ost 
auto m akers. And that is why 
they shrug off the comparison 
just now of sa les with a year 
ago when conditions w ere spe­ 
c ia l. The early sales returns 
lead som e auto executives to 
predict that 1966 will see a siz ­ 
able r ise In sales over 1965. 


Complicating predictions, in 
addition to higher social 
se­ 
curity taxes and the proposed 
rescinding of a sm all cut in 
ex cise taxes on autos, is just 
how 
public psychology may 
sw ing 
lf the 
Viet Nam war 
grow s, or if its impact becom es 
m ore apparent to A m ericans. 


All consum er goods, not just 
autos, could be affected. If the 
public decides that p rices in 


general are going to r ise , along 
with interest rates, it might plop 
for getting up stiffer monthly 
paym ents now and buy freely.

Marginal Weather 
Hawaii Congress Member Johnson Another 
Countdown Concern To Read Farewell 
‘Puritan in Babylon’ 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. AP ~ 
Predictions of marginal weath­ 
e r—high winds and too many 
clouds — remained the main 
concern today as the countdown 
progressed toward Wednesday 
morning's scheduled flight of 
the first Saturn IB rocket and 
Apollo moonship. 
Weather permitting, the 225- 
foot-tall Saturn IB, with enough 
fuel on board to give it one- 
twentieth of the explosive ca­ 
pacity 
of the 
A-bomb that 
leveled Hiroshima, is due to 
rumble skyward at 6:45 a.m.on 
a 39-minute jaunt to a target 
area in the Atlantic Ocean 5,- 
300 miles southeast of Cape 
Kennedy. 
Riding on its nose will be an 
unmanned version of the cone- 
shaped Apollo spaceship which 
will carry three Americans to 
the moon. This will be the 
^maiden flight for both the 650- 
'ton Saturn l-B --the most pow­ 
erful rocket ever built by the 
United States — and the Apollo 
moonship. 
Hundreds of industrial execu­ 
tives, 
representing numerous 
companies which pooled their 
top talent to piece together the 
space-age marvel, plan to be on 
hand to witness the blast-ofi. 
The launch will l>e carried on 
the three major television net­ 
works. 
The Saturn IB's 1.6-million- 
pound-thrust first stage 
and 
so iled - up 
200,000-pound- 
thrust second stage are de­ 
signed to lift 37,000 pounds into 
earth 
orbit. That is 10,000 
pounds more than the Soviet 
Proton 1, the heaviest payload 
ever launched. 
During this first mission, how­ 
ever, the Saturn IB will only lob 


the Apollo spacecraft 310miles 
high and 5,300 miles down the 
Eastern Test Range. 
On the downhill 
ride, two 
bursts of a jet engine will ram 
the spacecraft back toward the 
earth at nearly 10,000 miles an 
hour to test the Apollo's ability 
to withstand searing re-entry 
temperatures of nearly 5,000 
degrees. Such heat is sim ilar to 
that which astronauts must pass 
through on a return trip from 
the moon. 
Project officials will attempt 
to recover the spacecraft after 
it parachutes to a landing in the 
South Atlantic. 
The launch will be the first of 
three unmanned tests for the 
Saturn IB before three Apollo 
astronauts go for a spin of 8 to 
14 days around the earth late 
this year or early 1967 to work 
out techniques needed on the 
moon flight.

AP — Prison 
gates swing open today

300 
federal 
convicts. The 
prisoners are to be back 
at 
nightfall -- But meanwhile they 
are part of the nation's labor 
force. 
By the end of the year, the 
U. S. Bureau of Prisons pre­ 
dicts, some 1,200 federal con­ 
victs will be part-time prison­ 
e r s --confined at night but work­ 
ing by day, preparing for the 
moment they leave "the cus­ 
tody of the attorney general" 
for what they hope is the last 
tim e. 
Prison Director Myrl 
E. 
Alexander says the response to 
the work release program -- 
from both within and outside the 
prison system -- has been dra­ 
m atic and encouraging since 
President Johnson signed the 
Prisoner Rehabilitation Act last 
Sept. IO. 
Through cooperation by indus­ 
try , labor unions, prison offi­ 
cia ls and the inmates them­ 
se lv e s, Alexander says, 
the 
program has been richly suc­ 
c e s s . 
Today, 300 prisoners - - in­ 
cluding a handful of women-- 
are taking part in the program. 
About 40 have been "graduat­ 
ed;" they have completed their 
sentences and are steadily em ­ 
ployed at the jobs they assumed 
while still prisoners, 
Only three prisoners have at­ 
tempted to flee, 
The work release program is 
closed to men convicted of vio­ 
lent crim es or those associated 
with organized crime rings.

Marginal Weather 
Hawaii Congress Member Johnson Another 
Countdown Concern To Read Farewell 
‘Puritan in Babylon’ 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. AP ~ 
Predictions of marginal weath­ 
er—high winds and too many 
clouds — remained the main 
concern today as the countdown 
progressed toward Wednesday 
morning's scheduled flight of 
the first Saturn IB rocket and 
Apollo moonship. 
Weather permitting, the 225- 
foot-tall Saturn IB, with enough 
fuel on board to give it one- 
twentieth of the explosive ca­ 
pacity 
of the 
A-bomb that 
leveled Hiroshima, is due to 
rumble skyward at 6;45 a.m .on 
a 39-minute jaunt to a target 
area in the Atlantic Ocean 5,- 
300 m iles southeast of Cape 
Kennedy. 
Riding on its nose will be an 
unmanned version of the cone- 
shaped Apollo spaceship which 
will carry three Americans to 
the moon. This will be the 
maiden flight for both the 650- 
*ton Saturn 1-B— the most pow­ 
erful rocket ever built by the 
United States — and the Apollo 
moonship. 
Hundreds of industrial execu­ 
tives, 
representing numerous 
companies which pooled their 
top talent to piece together the 
space-age marvel, plan to be on 
hand to witness the blast-ofl. 
The launch will be carried on 
the three major television net­ 
works. 
The Saturn IB's 1.6-million- 
pound-thrust first stage 
and 
souped - up 
200, OOO-po un <)- 
thrust second stage are de­ 
signed to lift 37,000 pounds into 
earth 
orbit. That is 10,000 
pounds more than the Soviet 
Proton I, the heaviest payload 
ever launched. 
During this first mission, how­ 
ever, the Saturn IB will only lob 


the Apollo spacecraft 310 m iles 
high and 5,300 miles down the 
Eastern Test Range. 
On the downhill 
ride, two 
bursts of a Jet engine will ram 
the spacecraft back toward the 
earth at nearly 10,000 m iles an 
hour to test the Apollo's ability 
to withstand searing re-entry 
temperatures of nearly 5,000 
degrees. Such heat is sim ilar to 
that which astronauts must pass 
through on a return trip from 
the moon. 
Project officials will attempt 
to recover the spacecraft after 
it parachutes to a landing in the 
South Atlantic. 
Tile launch will be the first of 
three unmanned tests for the 
Saturn IB before three Apollo 
astronauts go for a spin of 8 to 
14 days around the earth late 
this year or early 1967 to work 
out techniques needed on the 
moon flight.

WASHINGTON AP — Calvin 
Coolidge and Lyndon B. Johnson 
would seem to have little in 
common, 
except 
that 
both 
reached the White House by the 
vice-presidential route 
There may be another com ­ 
mon bond, however, between the 
pale, laconic Yankee and the 
ruddy, talkative Texan. Perhaps 
both can be regarded as "Puri­ 
tans in Babylon." 
When William Allen White, 
the famed Kansas editor of a 
few decades back, wrote a Coo­ 
lidge biography he titled It "A 
Puritan in Babylon." Indeed, a 
Coolidge in the White House 
contrasted sharply with the un­ 
inhibited goings-on of the roar­ 
ing 20s. 
Few observers think of the 
earthy Johnson as puritanical — 
but they may be misreading the 
man. 
One associate who has been 
close to Johnson for many years 
insists the chief executive can 
be fully understood only when 
SQme of his more striking per­ 
sonality traits are related to the 
m oralistic "Bible belt" back­ 
ground of his youth. 
Take 
Johnson's 
vacation 
habits, as an example. 
Almost all presidents 
have 
welcomed 
vacations, 
taking 
time off from work at hunting 
and fishing lodges and seaside 
retreats where they have made 
scant pretension of conducting 
official business. Johnson is 


different. 
One certain way for a news­ 
man to rouse Johnson’s dis­ 
pleasure is to describe a presi­ 
dential weekend in Texas as a 
holiday. Johnson even rebels at 
the 
often-used 
"work-and- 
play" designation for these pe­ 
riodic sojourns. 
With Johnson, 
it seem s, it 
must always be a matter of 
work, work, and more work. 
"The President believes if s 
sinful to have fun," said the 
associate who views him as a 
Puritan. This man speaks with 
deep conviction and, as noted, 
from 
long and first-hand ob­ 
servation of the President. 
According to his argument, 
Johnson is incapable of enjoy­ 
ing pure relaxation—of accept­ 
ing idleness. This source says 
the President has genuine pangs 
of conscience if he decides he 
has been enjoying him self in an 
indolent way. 
Thus, it is said, Johnson shuns 
the lodges and resorts that at­ 
tracted other presidents. If he 
travels to places like Waikiki 
Beach or Palm Springs, Calif., 
it must be for a business pur­ 
pose. 
On one fairly recent occasion 
--but before becoming presi­ 
dent--Johnson went 
vacation­ 
ing in Acapulco, Mexico. After 
24 hours of idleness in the sun, 
according to one who was there, 
he could stand it no longer and 
had to start "doing something." 


Inventor 
Wins Long 
Battle 


YUMA, Ariz. AP — 
A 
67- 
year-old engineer and inventor 
living on Social Security and "a 
few pennies I saved" is looking 
forward to a possible windfall 
after winning a long patent fight 
with the federal government. 
The U. S, Supreme Court ruled 
Monday that Bert Adams, who 
moved here from New 
York 
three years ago because of his 
health, is entitled to reasonable 
compensation for a battery in­ 
vention. 
"I was shocked," said Adams 
when advised of the court deci­ 
sion. "But I really expected it 
because I knew I was right." 
Adams started work on 
the 
battery in his kitchen workshop 
in 1939. He patented It 
in 
1941, but the government con­ 
tended the patent was invalid. 
Millions of the batteries were 
manufactured and used by the 
government. 
The battery has an electric 
power output that is steady and 
constant over its entire 
life. 
Adams 
says 
it is used 
in 
some m issiles. 
Adams launched his 
court 
fight about IO years ago. After 
exhausting his own funds he had 
about decided to give up. "I 
didn't ever think I would have 
my day in court,” he said. 
Then along came a wealthy 
man. Adams told him his story 
and the man, whom Adams re­ 
fuses to identify, backed him.
